In response to your January 11th memo, be 
advised that David Tanner terminated his employment 
with the City of Fort Wayne when Mr. Wehrenberg asked 
that he be transferred from the Board of Public Works 
to CETA. From and after that date the City of Fort 
Wayne has no responsibility to pay Mr. Tanner. 


I have advised Mr. Schnizer that the City 
has no responsibility. 


Apparently, the Department of Labor takes 
the position that it has no responsibility -nor funds 
with which to pay Mr. Tanner and the City takes the 
same position. 


That is, we are prohibited from paying people 
who do not work, and for whom there is no money in 
the budget.
